less as Supposed

2— Death from 
a 


lightning stroke may not be as pain- 
less as has been supposed, if the ex- 
perience of M. L. McQueen, instructor 
at the University of Wisconsin, who 
was struck and recovered is 
typical. 


The incident occurred this summer and 
has just been reported in detail to the 
United States Weather 
Bureau by 


Eric R. Miller, meteorologist in charge 
ot the local office. 


McQueen was walking across an 


open lot in company with another' in 
structor, W. E. Armentrout. who wa 
killed by the bolt. McQueen remained 
conscious throughout his experience 
and fully realized what was happening 
'to him.

I terrible, but was nearly equalled by 


that due to the terrific heat of the flash 
and the noise. 
He also suffered from 


a sensation of intense pressure In the 
head.

leg muscles near^the ankles were 
sprained and wrenched by spasmodic 
contractions. He was paralyzed from 
the waist down for several hours and 
was weeks recovering from the burns 
and the injury to his muscles.

radio waves from any station outside 
of 2sTew England would have t'o cross 
them. 


The following day the isobars began

GAS-MAN

"Why is the heating value ot 
eras so much higher in summer 
time than it is during the cold 
winter weather?" They seem to 
think that eas like everything 
else sets cold In winter. 


The fact is that the heating 


value of gas is actually higher 
during cold weather than it is 
during hot weather. The reason 
for this Is that the heating value 
is increased one per 
cent for 


each five per cent decrease in 
temperature of the gas. 


However, the starting tem- 


perature of the food and water 
that muot be" heated in cooking 
will be colder than In summer; 
therefore a larger quantity of 
heat will be needed to bring the 
food or water to 
the 
boiling 


point. This explains briefly, why 
more gas is used for cooking in 
winter than in summer.
